HE thirty-nine year old King’s 

full name is Boris, Clemen., 
Marie, Pie Louis, Stan- 
las Xavier. He was the oldest 
child of King Ferdinand former- 
ly Prince Ferdinand of Saxe- 
Coburz-CGotha, who abdicated in 


ok 


his sen's favor shortly after the 
Wo War. and of Princess 
Maric Louise de Bourbon et 
Farme, wnom Ferdinand married 
in 1893. He has one brother, 
Fiince Cyril, and two sisters, 
Pr.ncess Euxodia and Princess 


Nadcida, the second of whom 
marsed the Grand Duke of Wur- 
temburg saven years ago. 

In the turbulent days follow- 
ing Ferdinand’s abdication, the 
yeuns Bulgarian monarch 
shewed great tact in handling 
the proviems raised by the ex- 
tremists who had come into pow- 
er result of the general dis- 
satisfaction and disappointment 
that was the aftermath of the 
war. His wisdom anc foresight 
were severely taxed wien dealing 
with the radical agrarian regime 
under the leadership ot Premier 
Stambulisky. It is wenerally be-

lieved that only his firm stand 
at that time prevented the coun- 


try from falling into the hands 
of the bolsheviks. 

A bachelor until 1930, King 
Boris married Princess Giovanna, 
the lovely daughter of the King 
and Queen of Italy. Previous to 
his marriage, Dame Rumor had 
him engaged to more princesses 
than the Prince of Wales. He 
had been reported seeking a 
bride in practically every Euro- 
bean country, and also in Amer- 
ica. Every time ine went outside 
the borders of his tiny kingdom, 
whatever his purpose. it was 
taken for granted that he was 
wife-hunting. 

As early as 1913, King Boris 
was said to have lost his heart 
to Princess Elizabeth of Ru- 
mania. But Elizabeth loved 
another, Lieutenant Davilla, a 
cavalry officer. When this alli- 
ance proved impossible. she re- 
fuised to listen to Boris and evcn- 
tually, in 1921. she married King 
George II of Greece.
